If we look in- 
to hiftory we fhail find thar Fihe 
common avenue through which ty- 
ranny has entered im and enflaved 
nations who were once free has 
been their not fupporting govera- 

ment. 

The great fecret of preferving 
liberty is to lodge the fupreme 
power fo as to be well fupported 
and mot abuied. If this could only 
be effefted no nation would ever 
lofe its liberty. The hiftory of man 
Clearly fhows that.itis dangerous to 
entruft the fupreme power™in the 
hands of one man. The fame 
fource of knowledge proves chat 
it is not only inconvenient, bur 
dangerous to liberty, for the peo- 
ple of a large community to at- 
tempt to exercife in perio the fu- 
reme ity.

proper remedy, But ifthe govera- 
ment be proverly balanced, it will 
pole is are ovating principle, by 
which ie will be able to right itfelf, 
The conflicution of the Brnitifh na- 
tionaffotds us wreat light upon the 
fubje& ef government. Learned 
recn inother countries have admi- 
red it, tho’ they thought it too 
fine fpun to prove beneficial in 
practice., But a long trial has now 
thewn its excellence ; andthe dif- 
ficulties which that natien now ex- 
eriences ariie not from their con- 
Ritution, but from other circum- 
flances. 

The author of nature has given 
mianicind acertain degree of infight 
:nto futurity. As faras we can ice 
a probability that certain events 
will happes, fo far we do well to 
previde and guard, But we may 
attempt to go too far ; it isin 
vain to think of providing again& 
svery poMfible contingency. The 
happpineis of fociety depends not 
merely upon its confticution of 
government, but upon a varicty of 
sircumftances. One conititution 
may fuit one particular nation ex- 
ceedingly well: when a different 
one would fuir another nation in 
different circumftances. Even a- 
mong the American {tates there is 
fuch a difference in fentiments, ha- 
bits and cultoms, that a govern- 
ment which might be very fuira- 
ble for one might not be agreeable 
to the other. 

Iam fully of opinion, that the 
great council of the union mutt 
have acontrouling power with re- 
fpect to national concerns. Thera 
is at prefent an extreme want of 
power in the national government ; 
and it is my opinion that this coa- 
fticution does not give too much, 
As to the fubje& ef reprefentation, 
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at the rt view it appears fmalls 

“a . - 
buton the whole, the purpofes of 
the union could not be fo well an- 
fwered by a greater number, It 
is impracticable to have the num- 
ber of the reprefentation as great 
and times of election as frequent, 
as they are in our {late govern- 
ments. Nor is this neceliary tor 
the fecurity of our liberty. Itis 
{ufficient ifthe choice of reprefent- 
atives be fo frequent, that they 
muft depend upon the people, and 
that an infeparable connection be 
kept up between the electors and 
elected. 

The tate governments, I think, will not 
be endangered by the powers vefted by this 
eonitimution in the general government. 
While I have attended in Conerefs | have 
obferved that the members were quite as 
flrenuous advocates for the rights of their re- 
fpective Mates as for thofe of the union. 1 
doubt not but this will continue to be the 
cafe, and heuce [infer that the general go- 
vernment will not have the difpoftion te 
eacroach uponthe fates. But ftill the peo- 


le themfelves mult be the chief fapport of 
t 


liberty. While tae great body of frechold- 
€rs are acquainted with the duties which 
they owe to their God, to themfeives and to 
men, they will remain free. But if ignor- 
ance and depravity fhould prevail, they will 
inevitably lead to flavery and ruis. Upon 
the whole view of this conflitution, lamin 
favour ofit, and thin it bids fair to pro- 
mote our natioaal pro!perity. 

This isa new event in the hiftory of man- 
kind. Heretofore moi governments have 
been formed vy tyrants and impofed en 
mankind by force. Never before did a 
people in time of peace aud tranquillity, 
meet together by their reprefentatives, and 
with calm deliberation frame for themielves 
a fyftem ef governinent. This neble at- 
tempt does honor to our country. While I 
expres my featiments in favovr of this con. 
fitution [ candidly believe that thole gen- 
tlemen who oppofe it are actuated by prin- 
ciples of regard to the public welfare. If we 
will exercife mutual! candor for each other, 
and fince.ely endeavour to maintain eur lib- 
erties, we may long continue to bea free & 
hap»y peaple.

valid as part of the eonftitution.

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As this is 2 moft important 
queftion, as it concerns not only 
prefent but future generations, we 
ought to confider it upon its reat 
merits, without fuffering eur minds 
to be inifled, by examples of other 
nations whofe circumftances are 
very different frem ours. aoe 
have been led intoa miftake by 
comy: Wi ig, a part of this coniticuti- 
on with that of Great Britain. But 
this is very different from theirs. 
Our Prefident is nota King, -_ Is 
our Senate a houle of Lords. Thev 
do mot claim an ie fomser iby he- 
reditary authority.

The Prefident, the Se- 
nate, the Reerefentatives, are all 
creatures of the people. There- 


fore the people will be fecure from 
oppreffion; though [ admit that 
if our Prefident and Senate were 
poffeffed of an independent heredi- 
tary authoritv, the democratical 
branch would be too weak for the 
others. 

Some fuppofe that the general 
government which extends over the 
whole will annihilate the fate gov- 
eraments. But confider that this 
eeneral government refts upon the
